Perhaps the use of "first executable code" and "second 
executable code" through out the claim could lead to easier reading and clarification. 

(c) Claim 1 , line 22, it is not clear whether the equivalent translated function is in the 
first executable code (new code for the coprocessor). 

(d) Claim 1 , there is also confusion about the executable code in the steps (b) and 
(c).
